believe a 50-foot wall along the entire 
Canadian line would make them stop."

Federal Dry Law Supreme. 


Some people, both wets and drys, appear to imagine that if a 


state refuses to provide laws for the enforcement of the Eight- 
eenth Amendment, the Eighteenth Amendment cannot be en- 
forced m that state. The fact is, of course, that the amendment 
can be, should be and doubtless will be enforced in that case 
by the federal government. 


The Volstead enforcement act applies to every bit of Amer- 


ican territory, regardless of what that territory may do or. think 
about it. Congress legislates for the nation. It happens that 
the dry amendment, by its own terms, is enforceable by the 
"concurrent power" of Congress and the several states. If the 
states neglect or refuse to- exert such power, the- duty of en- 
forcement is left to the federal government, and that is all there 
is to it. 


The federal government can no more evade its duty in such 


a case than if the matter in question were the enforcement o 
the income tax law or the railroad transportation law. Lack o 
state co-operation .in prohibition enforcement may make' en 
forcemenf more difficult, but cannot change the situation. 


There is bound t^be considerable co-operation in any event 


because state and municipal officials are sworn to uphold thi 
United States Constitution, and the dry amendment is part o 
that Constitution. The worst they can do, without disloyalty 
to their oath, is to refuse to help execute the Volstead Act 
which represents Congress's'interpretation, of the Eighteenth 
Amendment. 


io Preserve Lincoln's Home. 


A bill recently introduced in the Illinois legislature would 


provide for the establishment of a Lincoln homestead preser- 
vation commission. It will be the duty of this body to investi- 
gate the advisability of protecting and preserving the old Lin- 
coln home in Spring-field. The present purpose is to erect a 
stone or brick enclosure about the frame dwelling. The latter, 
already held in trust for the state, is in danger of destruction by 
fire or of natural disintegration through the ravages of time 
and weather. 


Clinging to old landmarks is not invariably a good thing. 


But in the case of the home of Abraham Lincoln, its preserva- 
tion appeals strongly to every citizen in the country. The 
people of Illinois have a special feeling'for the great president 
because he lived among them and did so much constructive 
work as a citizen of that state. He was a member of the state 
legislature from 1834 to 1842, and represented the state in the 
national legislature from 1846 to 1848. As President of the 
United States from 1861 to 1865 he brought still greater honor 
on Illinois. 


The nation needs a few such shrines as the Lincoln birth- 


place in Kentucky and the homestead in Illinois. 


A Curb on Building. 


The American Construction Council, formed last year at the 


. suggestion of Secretary Hoover to consider national building 


problems, makes these recommendations: 


"That banking interests curtail the financing of speculative 


building until after the close of summer. 


"That wide publicity be given to the increasing trend of con- 


struction costs, both in labor and materials. 


"That governmental, municipal, state, county and town 


construction departments be urged to delay their work as much 
as possible until September or October. 


"That the co-operation-of newspapers and trade publications 


be sought to keep the public informed of the monthly increases 
their influence in curbing the demand for construction until the 
in' construction costs, and that they be requested to exercise 
early months of fall." 


Coming a month ago, this would have attracted far more at- 


tention than it does now. It is not necessary to advocate a 
"builders' strike/'5 As matters stand, the public has taken hold 
of the situation itself. Voluntary action on the part of those 
who furnish the money for building, combined with voluntary 
publicity, seems likely to serve the purpose, scattering building 
. operations over a longer period and thereby getting building 
prices back somewhere near a reasonable level.

that all cars from outside the state 
must pay for a.license to operate in tho 
Pino Tree State. 


A wild wail from Maine motorists 


has gone up but it is no more vehe- 
ment than from 
New 
Hampshire, 


Massachusetts and motorists from the 
other states who would like to tour 
Maine briefly without paying toll to 
the state treasury. But after tho kick 
has been registered the Maine motor- 
ists usually admit the ruling of Com- 
missioner Griffin is justified. 


Another law 
affecting 
out-of-the 


state motorists which was urged by 
Commissioner Griffin is also to 
be 


rigidly enforced by him. This Is the 
power to revoke or suspend the 11-

Dealers draw a reduction of $35 on

Itself; to express its appreciation of 
the encouragement extended by the 
Junior American Red Cross and to 
' form a vital link in the bonds of fra- 


ternity that unite its government with 
ours. 


As soon as the doors of Portsmouth 


Theatre were opened 
ticket

began to gather for the concert and at 
four o'clock the hour for the program 
to begin, every seat.in the theatre was 
filled and a number

audience was ^*.e Junior Red Cross of 
Kittery, "who acted as hosts to the visi- 
tors. Seats were reserved for this group 
of children in the center of the hall.

Of the 34 children in the gro'up -every 


one has had some physical Infirmity

through the efforts of Dr. Bakule, who 
is an eminent surgeon as well as an 
educator. In tho days before the •war- 
Austria-Hungary was the world's cen- 
ter of surgical science. In those days 
Dr. Bakule was an 
instructor in a 


sanitarium for children maintained by 
the government.

The girls of the Bakt:Ie group ap- 


peared In tlrelr school ujlf-orm. 'There 
were two children in the group on the 
stage, each of whom had lost an arm. 
The girl lost her left .arm when cap- 
tured by gypsies and hit by a rock, 
making amputation later necessary. 


Frantik, the nineteen year old arm- 


less member of the group was here but 
did not appear on tho stage. He has 
been trained to do with his feet all 
that a normal person 
can do with 


hands. These 
children all 
love Dr. 


Bakule who has done so much for their 
health and happiness, and they cluster 
around -him all the time and show their 
appreciation for his great efforts in 
their behalf.

There are 
exactly 13.39S graves in the metropolis 
of Romagr.e. 


Not long since the 
whole 
world 


learned J.hat a youthful Pharaoh who 
died centuries before Christ had slept 
undisturbed three thousand years in a 
tomb carved out of solid rock in the 
yalley of the Kings. Hieroglyphics on 
the walls told of the glory of his life, 
and wreaths of 3000 year old flowers 
crumbled to dust in the hands of his 
discoverers—reminders that men have 
honored the dead always by inscrip- 
tions of their virtues and by flowers 
upon their resting places.
